Shipments of camellias to residents of the states of 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee and Virginia will be bare-rooted of soil 
and repacked into suitable containers with pure German peat moss. 
Plants so treated are accorded the same guarantee as all of our 
camellias. To all other parts of the country, the camellias are shipped 
in the containers they have been grown in, undisturbed. All stock is 
carefully selected by well qualified experts and is expertly and effic- 
iently packed.

Azaleas may also be shipped in units of one to six 
per crate at 50c per crate. All azaleas are shipped in 
Red Bird Paper shipping pots to avoid excess 
weight. 


California Residents will please add 3% Sales Tax to the purchase 
price of plants and crates. 


On the day your order is shipped, you will be notified by Air Mail, 
so that you may know when to contact your local Railway Express 
Agency office regarding the arrival of the shipment. Express deliveries 
may quite reasonably be expected to travel at the same speed as first- 
class mail. All orders are insured for full value. Accept no damaged 
merchandise. Shipments damaged in transit must be immediately 
brought to the attention of your Railway Express Agency.
